Amendment, filed on 2/14/201 1 has been considered and entered. 
Claims 1-26 are cancelled. Claims 27-29 are added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 27-29 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Regarding claims 27 & 29, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a phosphor element 
comprising all the Umitations of claim 27, particularly comprising the phosphor layer including 
an inorganic phosphor layer and a conductive organic material having at least one of an electron 
hole transporting property and electron transporting property is chemically adsorbed to at least 
one part of the surface of the inorganic phosphor layer, the inorganic phosphor layer includes a 
phosphor material having an oxide or composite oxide as a host containing one or more elements 
selected from Ga, Sn and Ti, wherein a metal element is doped as an activator agent and serves 
as a center of the emission. Claims 28 is allowed being dependent on allowed base claim 27.
